manufacture would make it more 
expensive than the imported rub- 
ber, he said, but would constitute 
a, valuable source of supply in an 
emergency.

Explorer Just Back Home 


Says Big Continent Offers 


Many Chances. 


NEW YORK, Nov. IS.—Africa as 


the "Continent of Great Misunder- 
standings," rather than the Dark 
Continent, and '4ft a land flowing 
•with milk and honey instead of 
tha "Last Frontier" for romanti- 
cists alnirst for wild thrills, Is the 
theme of a report published today 
by the Phelps-Stokes fund for an 
International commission, -which 
has just returned from a ten 
months' investigation. 


The immense and varied physi- 


cal resources of Africa are virtu- 
ally unknown to civilization, says 
Dr. Thomas Jesse Jones, author of 
the report, because previous re- 
searches were made for private or 
governmental use, and the results 
ivei-e not published. 


He found evidence to convince 


the most skeptical that Africa is 
tha "undeveloped treasure house of 
the world," with every colony pos- 
sessing precious metals in commer- 
fi."! oi'.'intities and possibilities in 
agriculture, animal husbandry and 
water-power that scarcely have 
been touched. 


Four general misconceptions ara 


limiting investment of capital in i 
African industry and agriculture;

of breast feeding. Fortunate, in- 
deed, Is the baby who is so blessed. 
It gives» child the best sort of a 
start toward health, growth and 
vigor.

for 


mother's milk, but, like all substi- 
tues, it is open to certain objec- 
tions. Chief of these is the diffi- 
culty of getting fresh and 
pure 


milk. 


Nothing is more de&irable for the 


child, and certainly nothing can be 
more gratifying to the maternal in- 
stinct than to be given the inestim- 
able privilege of nursing her baby. 
To spend herself for her child is 
the inborn desire of every mother. 


It is a sad experience when lor 


any reason the child cannot 
be 


nursed. Tet, there are times when 
breast-feeding is out of the ques- 
tion. 
Certain conditions make it 


imperative 
to 
discontinue the 


breast. 
Needless 
to 
say, t this 


should not be recommended unless 
there are well-defined and positivs 
reasons for advising it.

So important is this subject that 


volumes have been .vritten on the 
indications for discontinuing breast 
feeding.
